SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


FORWARD TO FREEDoy 


S related in our Sidra, two 
years after their departure 
from Egypt the Children of 
Israel had advanced the 
northern shore of the Red Sea up 
the desert as far as Kadesh 
Barnea, only: about twenty miles 
south of the Dead Sea. Now they 


really were on the outskirts of- 


Canaan, the Promised’ Land. 
Beersheba is. only some twenty 
miles away; while northwards lies 
Hebron at a distance of perhaps 
thirty-five miles. This was the 
territory known today as the 
Northern Negev; and it seemed 
to the people—or at least to Moses 
—the right time and place to 
undertake the penetration and 
conquest of Canaan itself; so they 


began. to make their plans. 


WELVE men were chosen, men 
of standing and importance in 
their respective tribes; and they 
were charged with the duty to 
penetrate into the interior and see 
the -actual physical nature of the 
country itself, the type of people 
living therein, whether they were 
strong or weak; and was the land 
itself good or bad’? “And what 
cities’ they dwell in, whether: in

one authority, Nahmanides,. sees 
nothing Incompatible between

PHARMACISTS GIVE 
£10,000. 
A promise fulfilled

The Pharmaceutical Group of 
the Friends of the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, which pledged itself to 
raise £10,000, has kept its word. 


At the group’s fifth annual dinner 
and ball, held on Sunday at the 
Dorchester Hotel, W., it was 
announced that the proceeds of the 
evening (which amounted to about 
£2,500), made up the required sum. 
The money will be used for the 
building and equipping of the 
Galenic Laboratory in the new 
School of Pharmacy to be set up in 
Jerusalem. 

But the group’s members may have 
to wait some time before they can 
see the results of their efforts trans- 
lated into a tangible form. 


Dr. Max Donbrow, Chairman of 


the group, explained that building of 
the school’s new. premises would have 
to be delayed because of the Univer- 


sity’s general lack of funds. “I am 
told,” he added, “that there -are 
other, more vital, priorities.

theless, I feel that pharmacy, though 
it provides a health service, is also a 
technology, and that the school is 


vitally necessary if Israel's pharma-

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FOREIGN. OFFICE: SILENT 
AUSCHWITZ DISPUTE

The Foreign Office has refused to 
comment on the controversy over the 
British Government's refusal in 1944 
to order an aerial bombardment of 
the installations of Auschwitz and 
the railway leading to the death 
camp. 


“We regard the matter’ as sub 


judice so long as the Eichmann trial 
continues,” a Foreign Office spokes- 
man stated in reply to an inquiry 
from this newspaper. 

It. was at the Eichmann trial that 
the matter was brought up again, 
when the Attorney-General, Mr. 
Gideon Hausner, gave the definite 
impression that he did not believe 
that the reason for the British 
decision «had been the one officially 
given—namely, “very great technical 
difficulties.” 

When Judge Halevy. asked him 


what those difficulties had been, the 


Attorney-General replied that he did 
not know and that the Court should 
address its question to the British 
Air Ministry. 


This office did, but was told by a 


spokesman for the Ministry that it. 


was a-matter for the Foreign Office. 


[It was the Foreign. Office, under Mr. 


(as he then was) Anthony Eden, 
which conducted all the negotiations 
with the Jewish Agency leaders, who 
urged the bombing of Auschwitz.] 

While the authorities have 
preserved a strict reticence, two 
famous British airmen have spoken 
out on this 

Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur 

Harris, head of Bomber Command 
at the relevant time, 
following statement to the “Sunday 
Telegraph” : “I don't recall ever 
having heard of any proposal to 
bomb Auschwitz.” 
 Group-Captain Leonard 
Cheshire, V:C., expressed his opinion 
(in the same newspaper) that it would 
have been difficult, but not impos- 
sible. “If you can bomb dams, you 
can bomb a big place like Auschwitz 
camp. On a moonlit night, going in 
low, we could have bombed it accur- 
ately,” he said. 

Group-Captain Cheshire recalled 
that in 1943.a bomber squadron had 
been ready to drop Christmas parcels 
to a P.o.W. camp for airmen, near 
Breslau, only some 100 miles from 
Auschwitz.. The raid had. been aban- 
doned, not because of technical diffi- 

culties but only because Military 
Intelligence feared that it might 
provoke the. Germans to take 
reprisals on. the prisoners.

‘Israel was one of the suggestions for 


strengthening Jewish feeling in the 
Diaspora made by Mr. Fred Worms 
during his installation address as 


President of the First Lodge of the 


B'nai B'rith. The ceremony was held 
at 33 Seymour Place, W.1, on Sunday. 

“History,” said Mr. Worms, “is 
shaped by people with sufficient 
determination, and Jews in the Galut 
must be determined to assure their 
own survival.” He rejected the view 
of Koestler that complete assimila- 
tion was the inevitable fate of Jews 
living outside Israel. Jewish educa- 
tion was the solution, but not on the 
lines in which it had been carried 
out in the past. “It is a tragedy,” 
he said, “that the old pronunciation 
is stil in use.” Its effect was that 
the Hebrew spoken here was unintel- 
ligible to Israelis. 

Mr. Worms referred to the policy 
of the Israel Government to raise the 
birth-rate—in marked contradistinc- 
tion to the attempts of other countries 
to lower theirs. One of the factors 
which could assure Jewish survival in 
the Galut, he said, was larger Jewish 
families.

sors have always made clear that 
they regard it with disgust and horror. 
The record of. this country in this 
respect is absolutely clean and our 
‘conscience is clear.” 

It was true, he said. that Britain 
voted for’ the Convention in the 
General Assembly in 1948, because 
this country was in complete agree- 
ment with the purpose of the Con- 
vention. But during the discussions 
prior to its adoption the British repre- 
senlative repeatedly expressed grave 
doubts about the effectiveness of 
such an instrument, and in voting for 
the Convention Britain. made an 
express reservation that she could not 
be taken as committing herself to 
changes in domestic law. . 


Legal difficulties. 


The legal difficulties were very real. 


and it would require fresh legislation 
to give effect to the broad provisions 
of the Convention as part of. the 
criminal law of this country. This 
was essential before the Government 
could become a party to the Conven- 
tion. Britain could not undertake 
international obligations unless her 
law enabled them to be honoured. 


Dealing with the right to grarit 


asylum, Mr. Godber said a situation 
could arise in a civil war in which 


. the Government might be required, 


under the very wide terms of the 
Convention, to surrender an indi- 
vidual who had taken refuge in 
Britain and who was accused of geno- 
cide by the opposing faction. The 


Government might then be obliged to: 


comply with the request for extra- 
dition, even though the case was 
purely a domestic. political matter 
and even if those demanding extra- 
dition were acting ftom purely politi- 
cal motives.

INCE the advent of the National 

Health Service Act 1946 there 
has been an inevitable tendency 
to forget the difficulties of the sick 
poor at the turn of the century, 
Poverty, overwork, overcrowding, 
and insanitary housing conditions 
were largely responsible for the high 
incidence .of sickness among the 


Jewish poor of that period. 


Yet facilities for the convalescence 
of Jewish adult patients were pitiabls 
inadequate. However. one munificent 
gift in 1910 changed the situation. 

It was in 1906 that Mr. Samuel 
Lewis left £100,000 to the Board of 
Guardians for the establishment and 
endowment of a seaside convalescent 
home, In the same year the Board 
set up a committee to find the best 
wav of implementing the Trust. It 
recommended that the Home cater for 
patients requiring medical and nursing

Owing to the high cost of main- 
the Home, plus a permanent 
staff throughout the year, in 1960 the 
Home was run at a loss of more than 


£9,000. 


But with greater support from 
existing friendly societies and the 


community generally, there .is little. 


doubt that the Home would soon 
cease to be a burden on the Board's 
finances. 


Perhaps the: greatest proof of the 


Home’s success is: the way it has with- 
stood two world wars and vast social 
changes, During the half-century of 
its existence the Samuel Lewis Con- 
valescent Home has tried to fill a gap 
in the community's health and con- 
valescence services. This has necessi- 
tated not only much thought at the 
inception of the scheme but constant 
adaptation over the years to meet the 
changing needs of the times.

Straw full of lice 
In Austria Mrs. Fleischmann was 
taken’ to an S.S. quarantine camp for 
typhus. “Jt was an. extermination 
camp... . There was a concrete floor 
spread with straw, full of lice bearing

Mrs. Fleischmann said that of 
1,600 women in the camp 400. sur- 
vived, to be liberated in April, 1945, 
When a-woman. was in labour the 
camp commander stood over her and 
flashed a torch on her.

—should be given. water.

Earlier. Mr.. Breslauer. spoke of

Raoul Wallenberg, the King 
of Sweden’s special envoy in Buda- 
pest, who was charged with saving 
Jews. from. deportation to death 
camps. He ‘said Mr. Wallenberg 
“visited the most dangerous parts. 
He had good contacts and’ was 
respected, He. was daring and 
courageous. and devoted himself 
wholeheartedly to the rescue of Jews” 


“Jewish dog” 


Mr. Bach said that on December 


17, 1944, Dr. Richert, the Swedish 
Minister in Berlin, called at the Ger- 
man Foreign Office to. report that 
Fichmann. had told a Swedish Red 
Cross emplovee in Budapest that he 
“intended to shoot the Jewish dog 
Wallenberg.”

first Canadian witness in the trial, 
He described mass shootings in 
southern Poland of Jews deported 
from Hungary. He said that quick- 
lime was thrown on to victims, some 
of them still living. Mr. Gordon 
Said that as far as he knew he was 
the only survivor out of a group of 


300-400. 

On April 15, 1944, Mr. Gordon 
was arrested and taken to the Hotel 
Majestic, Budapest, with about fifteen 
others. (According to other evidence 
this was Eichmann’s headquarters at 
the time.) 

“I was. asked if I knew any 
Zionists or Jews in hiding. I did not. 
and would not answer their questions, 
and was beaten up for three days, 
.,» Lhe prisoners wete ordered to 
Stand against the wall, with faces to 
the wall, then ordered by an SS. 
man to turn round. Mr. Gordon saw 
Eichmann, “1 could see the satisfac- 
tion on his face because of our beaten 
faces.” he said. 

Asked by the Attorney-General, 
Mr. Gideon WHausner, whether the 
same man was facing him now, Mr, 
Gordon said “Yes.”

When we grieved they were happy. 
When they tortured us they laughed. 


They were drunk with blood.” 

Then Mr. Gutman. told how he 
was transferred to Auschwitz, des- 
‘ribed by the prosecution as the 
“latest and most terrible” of the 


death camps. He told the court that 
he was in the Jewish section. of the 
prisoners’ underground in the camp. 
He used to smuggle tiny quantities of 
explosives from a camp factory to 
members of a. special. squad of 
prisoners which took bodies from the 
gas chambers tothe crematoria, 
This special squad, he said, revolted 
in November. 1944, blowing up one 
of the crematoria and killing some 


of. the men and “Kapos” 
(prisoner usually criminals, 
as camp overseers). He 
said: “ They ran away and scattered, 


but so far as | know all were killed.” 

Four Jewish factory girls who 
were involved with the smuggling of

aliya. Their observances, however, 
were extremely strict; their interpre- 
tations of the Bible too literal; and 
their way of life somewhat gloomy 
and unpleasant. They did away wit 

the non-Biblical festival of Chanu- 
cah. and would sit at home on the 
Sabbath in cold and darkness, since 
they would have no light burning on 
Shabbat.

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MOSCOW YESHIVA STILL 
LACKS HEAD 
Lectures by Chief Rabbi

There has been no announcement 
yet about the appointment of a new 
head of the Moscow Yeshiva in s.:c- 
cession to the late Rabbi Shimon 
Trebnik. According to reports from 


Russia Rabbi Levine, Chief Rabb: 


of Moscow, is acting as temporary 
head and is giving daily lectures to 
yeshiva students pending the new 
appointment. 

While there are several candidates 
for the post, and the Chief Rabbi has, 
by tradition, a say in the matter, it 
is clear that the final decision rests 
with the Soviet Ministry for Cults, 
which originally gave permission for 
the opening of the yeshiva and the 
appointment of its head. 

But whatever the final decision 
the death of Rabbi Trebnik is con- 


sulered a great loss to the religious 


leadership of Russian Jewry. 
Although the news of his death 
was not announced in the Russian 
Press it is significant that over a 
thousand people attended his funeral. 
The main synagogue in Moscow was 
overflowing with mourners, some of 
whom had come from other cities, to 
ay their last respects to Rabbi 
rebnik’ whom Rabbi Levine, in an 


hour-long funeral eulogy, described 


as “an ornament to Russian Jewry.” 

Rabbi Trebnik died at the home of 
his daughter in the Ukraine, about 
a nine-hour journey from Moscow. 
His body was brought back to the 
capital and left in the synagogue for 
a day to enable the community to 
pay their tribute. 

Although he had been ill for some 
time—-he. died of cancer of the 
throat—-and could carry on only 
because of some drugs which were 
sent to him by friends abroad, he 
persisted in delivering his daily shiur 
regularly. But because of his severe 
iliness and inability to devote more 
time to the administrative side of 
the Yeshiva, the number of students. 
has declined from 20 last. vear to 
about half that number at the begin- 
ning of the sprmg term.

NTHUSIASM for music in 
the Land of Israel from the 
early decades of the Return 

to Zion to our days has always 
been strong. Tel Aviv had its first 
music school in 1910, when the 
population numbered a mere 300,

being, first in association with the 
League of Composers and later as 


an independent non-profit-making 


limited company. This well-known 
house now has a_ representa- 
tive catalogue of Israeli solo, 
chanrber, and symphonic music, 
Recently, the newly organised 
Composers’ League renewed 
‘interest in publishing, but apart 
from two albums of songs nothing 
has appeared so far. The League 
also subsidises a periodical, “ Bat 
Kol,” edited by Dr. Shmuelj and 
Michal Roehr, which has a broad 
appeal, catering for both profes- 
sionals and amateurs. 


Popular songs 


None of the publishing enter-— 


prises in Israel enjoys Government 
or institutional assistance and 
this severely hampers the develop- 
ment. of an artistically and com- 


mercially important branch of 
Israeli cultural activities. 

Records have done much to 
popularise Israeli music. Up toa 


few years ago Israeli music méant 
just folk-songs and popular “ hits” 
for most people abroad, but today 
Israeli and foreign recordings of 
symphonic works are also avail- 


able, and more are in the making. — 
An example was set by the M.G.M. 


Company in the United States, 
which issued recordings of works 
by Paul Ben-Haim, Oedoen Partos, 
and Robert.

The first General History of 


Music in Hebrew was published jn 
Jerusalem in 1938 and was followed 


by The Music of Israel” in 1945, 


Monographs. on Jewish Music, 
including a book on Yoel Engel, 
were published Menashe 
Ravina, who also prepared the first 
smal} dictionary of musical terms, 
later followed by a more ambitious 
edition.. A Listeners’ Guide (three 
volumes : Symphony, Chamber 
Music, Piano. Music) appeared: at 
the beginning of 1945... The 
Language Academy published a 
(much-disputed) Dictionary of 
Musical Terms. publishers 
had standard biographies translated 
(including Albert Schweitzer’s ‘Life 
of J. S. Bach), and an American 
two-volume encyclopedia edited 
for the Hebrew market; and. the 
writings of international authorities 
On various aspects of music) and 
music history were published jin 
annotated Hebrew editions.

Genuine Differences

The Pontifical Academy of 
Sciences is over 350 years old.

THE LEADERS AND THE LED 


OMINATIONS are now about to ‘close 

‘for the Board of Deputies’ honofary 

Officers who will be elected on June 18. 
the first meeting of a new triennial session. 
Great men and great institutions are often more 
honoured abroad than in their own country. The 
Board has, in the course of decades. received no 
greater flattery: that of imitation, and 
throughout the Commonwealth there are Boards 
of Deputies, which, in the early stages at any rate, 
have modelled themselves on the British Board. 


The Board is thus a body of deservedly: high 
repute, but during recent sessions séme_ painful 
cracks have appeared in its structure. Often the 


platform has represented the spectacle of. open 
disagreements openly arrived at. It would seem, 
therefore, that the first aim of the newly elected 


Board should be to see to it that the four Officers 
—the President, two Vice-Presidents; and. the 
Treasurer—should be chosen not only for their 
knowledge and experience but also for their 
capacity to get on with each other. The monthly 
proceedings of the Board have given. little 
evidence of: real team work aniong the officers 
and chairmen, nor does there appear to have 
been sufficient delegation of atithority or. assign- 
ment of duties in the Board’s hierarchy. It ts not 
surprising, therefore, that many. individuals, after 
years of devoted service in. high office. leave 
hardly .any impression on the .mind of the com- 
munity which: they serve. and. even less on 
communities abroad. 


The traditional tasks .of. the Board, 
formulated briefly in its constitution, amount to 
represesting the community as far as the Govern- 
ment and public authorities are concerned, and 
ensuring that the rights and good name of the. 


community are maintained. The time is long 
past when these functions were régarded in any 
restricted fashion. . For several. decades. past: the 
Board has rightly looked upon every Jewish 
issue—both domestic and foreign-—as. being 
within its purview. But from this position it has 
sometimes allowed its grasp to extend beyond 
its reach. The Board cannot competently . or 
appropriately engage in some of the activities it 
appears to have recently undertaken, such as to 
make good the fack of the smaller communities 
regarding religious teaching and opportunities 


‘for worship and other religious and communal 


needs.’ However. the’ Board has taken note of 
the fact that these needs exist, and its task must 


to-do everything possible to prompt specifically 


qualified and competent organisations to fill the 
gap where the Board cannot appropriately do so. 
To adapt a well-known. Jewish maxim, it is not 
the duty of the Deputies to do everyone's work 
but to see that it is properly done by somebody. 


Like all. human. instruments the Board ts 
imperfect—sometimes it does. the wrong. thing 


‘and sometimes it does the right thing wrongly. 


Yet when, as often happens, it does. the right 
thing in the right way, we may well be proud of 
it. Its method of election, though defective, does 
provide a reasonable cross-section. of the com- 


munity. Hs leadership, even if it has varied in 


ability and standing, has invariably consisted of 
men of. integrity and devotion. This~ great 
organisation will no doubt continue to complain 
that it receives more kicks than ha’pence. . But 
criticism, whenever it is necessary, should be-taken 
in. .good part, for .it comes from a free and 
articulate -community which. is proud. of» the 
Board's fine record and wishes it well in its third 
century. 


THE WIDER GUILT 


It was only to’ be expected that the Eichmann 


trial in. Jerusalem would raise questions of. wider 


responsibility for the fate of European Jewry. 


The course of the trial has brought to light serious 
accusations against the British Government of 
the time that it did far less than was reasonably 
possible to help European Jewry escape extermi- 
nation. Specific accusations include - British 
reluctance to. allow refugees access to territories 


under ‘their. control- and unwill 
Auschwitz.or the “death railway 
the Jewish victims from Hungary across Slovakia 
to the death camps in. Poland. lt would be 


improper to judge the question before all the - 


ascertainable facts. are known, but. surely. ail 


available evidence suggests that a full jnquiry: 


into the whole tragic affair is long overdue: . The 


Jatest. Foreign. Office excuse, extracted after 


protracted inquiry, that the question is now 


judice Jerusalem is. difficult’ to accept. 
Only Eichmann on.trial: in court and the. 
Sufficiency. or insufficiency of ‘the efforts made. 
elsewhere. to save his victims is not materially 


relevant to Eichmann’s. guilt. A thorough, 
searching, and frank inquiry would be in every- 


one’s best interests. When acts: of commission 


and. omission of nearly twenty years ago are 


reviewed with the added wisdom of hindsight, it’ 


is inevitable that. all participants: and decisions 
should be subjected to critical re-examination. 
Naturally, any such re-examination would have 
to ‘take into” account all the circumstances pre- 
-Vailing at the time, first and foremost the para- 
mount need to bring the war to a successful 
conclusion. It must avoid prejudging the issue ; 
criticism must be reasoned and balanced: and 
above all it must be motivated by the desire ‘to 
elicit truth and learn from these horrible 
experiences, not to make political capital or pay 


off old scores. It is for this reason that Rabbi. 


Schonfeld’s letter to “The Times” is regrettable. 
To point to shortcomings, mistakes, and failures 
of individuals or organisations is perfectly 
legitimate. But to conclude from this that the 
British authorities did everything possible and 
imply thai Zionist activity alone foiled their efforts 
is to allow partisanship to overcome. reason. 
Outbursts like these only emphasise the urgency 
of objective dispassionate assessment of _ that 
tragic episode of recent Jewish history. —

TOLERANCE AND VITALITY 


The Hon, Ewen Montagu. is. both. President of 
the United Synagogue as weil as a Vice-President 
of the A.J.A., a circumstance which adds weight 
to his observations at this week's anniversary 
dinner of the latter body. Greater security for 
Jewish life, he warned, seems to have brought 
with it the loss of mutual tolerance within the 
community. - Various factions appear to find 
their greatest fulfilment in denouncing other 
currents, and those who show independence of 
thought and intellectual curiosity are often met 
with denigration and obstruction. If this: trend 
continues, the results could be tragic for Anglo- 
Jewry. It would stifle evolution in all fields of 
endeavour and inhibit our thinking youth. still 
further from taking part in our religious life. 
The A.J.A., whose 90th anniversary celebration 
was the occasion for Mr. Montagu’s courageous 
remarks, has many achievements to its credit, and 
its high standing was exemplified by the distin- 
guished and representative gathering on Monday 


evening at the Mansion House. Its Vice-Presi- 


dent's speech suggests an invaluable function it 
is well fitted to fufil. By providing a meeting 
ground where Jews of the most varied outlooks 
can try to understand different opinions sincerely 
held, common ground could be found jin working 
out a reaffirmation of Judaism and a reinvigora- 
tion of communal life. If the-A.J.A. can play the 
part in the development that. Mr. Montagu’s 
speech gives occasion. to hope, it can look forward 
to a fruitful future.

America, together with England's 
supremacy in the maritime carry- 


ing trade, greatly. increased the size

Shopkeepers 


Plymouth was a more important 
port than Falmouth, and the busi- 
ness done by the Jewish pedlars 
and shopkeepers when the. Fleet 
came home--especially when the 
men were paid off at the end of 
the voyage-—-must have far out- 
weighed. the inland trade. By 
1803, when a list of foreign-born 
synagogue members was prepared 
for the Aliens Office, we find that 
the majority of Plymouth Jews 
had established themselves as shop- 
keepers. Out of 58 men, 37 were 
shopkeepers, of whom eleven were 
silversmiths. Pedlars and chapmen 
totalled only eight. Most of these 
men came trom Germany. 

Jews, for at least 70. years, 
followed the trade of going aboard

men. dn 1758 at. Portsmouth, a 
small boat, returaing “from the 
anchored Fleet. on a Friday after- 
noon, capsized, and eleven out of 
twelve: of the Jewish dealers on 
board were drowned, © It is clear 
from Crurkshank’s cruel tittle car- 
toon Paying that this trade 
sul flourished in 1825. Drowning 
and robbery were not the only 
risks run by the Jewish pedlar who 
visited the ships of Rodney's: and 
Nelson's. fleets. would some- 
times happen that a likely lad 
would be seized by the Boatswain's 
men. and “ pressed” into. service, 
‘Lord George Sanger records in 
his “ Memoirs” how his. sailor 
luther was taught to do conjuring 
tricks by two Jewish. shipmates 
who had joimed the Navy in this 
Way.

Plymouth increased in impor- 
tance when the completion of the 
breakwater in 1812 enabled the 
Fleet blockading Brest to anchor 
there, instead of further East at 
Tor Bay. So it is not surprising 
to find that by 1816, the “ Agents 
for Petty Officers and Seamen ” 
shown in the Navy List include no 
less than 23 Jewish shopkeepers in 
Plymouth Dock and a further ten 
in the town.

to mention the sea-going clothing 


which would now -perhaps be 
known as “casual. wear” | but

The most important Plymouth 
“ slopman” was Abraham Joseph, 
who held a Royal Appointment to 
Prince William Henry, who later— 
aS Duke of Clarence —was Tord 
High Admiral. When the Prince 
succeeded to the throne as King 
Wilham IV, the Joseph family 
were able to use the king’s. influ- 


ence to procure the appointment of 


Abraham Joseph's grandson, 
Henry, a solicitor in Gibraltar, as 
Registrar of the courts there. 

The end of the Napoleonic 
Wars, and the advent of steam and 
of the railways lessened the rela- 
tive economic importance of the 
western seaports, and some of. the 
Plymouth Jews went to seek their 
fortunes in London and overseas.

In his 79th year Felix Frankfurter

United States. To an Englishman his 
career would seem incredible : even 
to an American it is monumental.

most important single figure in our 
whole judicial system”; and on the 
other hand there is Professor Fred 
-Rodell’s estimate of him as “an 
outstanding disappointment... @ 
most tragically wasted brilliant mind, 
The source of the disappointment of 
so many may be described as follows. 


The most important function of the 
Supreme Court is that it decides on 
the validity of legislation—that is to 
say, on whether it is in accordance 
with the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, When 
Roosevelt appointed him he was 
known thtoughout the Union as 


Mr. Justice Frankfurter 
a leading critic of those many deci- 
sions of the pre-Roosevelt Supreme 


Court which declared unconstitutional 


humanitarian and liberal reforms 
enacted by the States and Congress. 
Yet as a member of the Court he has 
repeatedly and almost . consistently 
seemed to vote in favour of repressive 
measures that curtailed the freedom 
of the individual, On the last. page 
of this book Frankfurter. gives his 
answer (convincingly elaborated by 
Dr, Helen Shirley Thomas in a recent 
work. entitled “Felix Frankfurter— 
Scholar on the Bench ”). 
Frankfurter. holds (following a 
famous essay of J. B. Thayer written 


nearly 70 years ago) that the checking - 


and cutting down of legislative power 
by the Court entails a serious risk of 


making the governments petty and — 


incompetent and depriving the people 
of a proper sense of responsibility 
for its actions. The ultimate responsi- 
bility for legislation is that of Con- 
gress and people, and the Court has 
no concern with the wisdom or 
unwisdom of legislation but only with 
the power of a legislature to act as it 
has acted. In the result, both before 
and after his appointment, Frank- 


furter has been a non-activist on the 
Bench. completely consistent and (to.

Sculpture in 2 garden 
By F. G. STONE 


The open air with its space, its 
changing light and*shade, and its soft 
background of green is the place for 
sculpture ; and I welcome London's 


Jatest exhibition in the garden of 


Keats House. It is part of the Hamp- 
stead Festival of the Arts and the 
sculptors all live or work in the 
neighbourhood. 


Although in the interest of turf 
preservation the sculpture is restricted 
to the paths and though it embraces 
the academic, the abstract, and all 
between, the result is harmonious and 
satisfying. It is in a garden, but Mal 
little of it is “garden sculpture ” 
the pejorative sense. 


Perhaps the most satisfying works 


are those that simplify towards 
abstraction but retain the emotional 
content of their subject, such as Doris 


Lindner’s pierced oval — shape, 
“Mother and Child,” in Portland 
stone ; George Borchard’s meditating 


herons in “bent sheets of thin copper ; 
Laurence Broderick’s “Nuns in a 
Wind ” in sheet and mesh aluminium ; 
Sisters,” 
the elder tremulously appearing to 
lead the reluctant younger in the 
dangerous adventure of crossing the 


road, This retains all its human 
value, yet is reduced to a minimum — 
of naturalism with the greatest 
significance of form. | 

Of the abstract works Robert 
Adams’s “ Vertical forms” in stecl, 


which was shown at Battersea and at 


Antwerp, has authority. 

A completely different phase of 
abstract art is provided by Pierre 
Dmitrienkg at McRoberts and Tun- 
nard. _In these oils and gouaches 


painted at Beauvais, Dmitrienko is a

Hazardous_profession. 


Unfortunately. however —- unlike 
most other sports. to be able to stay 
at the top in. ericket means playing 
six days a: week, and this is. usually 
impracticable unless. one is prepared 
to give up one’s career and to make 
the game a orofession. Very few 
amateurs can spare the time for first- 
class cricket after they have. left 
school or the university, while to. be 
a professional is somewhat hazar- 
dous. Infact. the only’ Jew. 1 -can 
think of who has taken the plunge 
in this direction is M.> Barnard. of 
Hampshire. Why do say 
hazardous ? | 

Because unless one ts in the top 
class it. is. mot ‘very remunerative. 
Remember that the season lasts only 
five months and that the number of 
cricketers selected for winter tours 
is very limited. Consequently he 
must seek other employment during 
the winter and this is not always 
easy 

in some sports it is not difficult 


to amass ‘a fortune after three or four 
years at the top. but although it is

PROFESSOR JUNG 


Professor Carl Gustav- Junge. who 
died in Switzerland on Tuesday at the 
age of 85, was the last of the famous 
triumvirate Freud, Jung, - and 
Adler—-who were the pioneers of the 


exploration. into man’s unconscious 
mind which led to the theories. upon 
which all modern psychology 1s 
based. 


Freud and Adler were Jews, but. 


Jung was. the son of a Swiss country 
parson. @lhe three collaborated for 
many years, but in 1913 Jung broke 
away to found his own school of 
“analytical psychology.” | 

In the early part of the Hitler 
régime, Jung was called in by the 
Germans to give advice on racial 
ideas. There is evidence that he was 
vaguely sympathetic to the Germanic 
theory of racial purity, and in 
articles written at the period he made 
some not very kindly references to 
Freud and his Jewishness. But before 
war. broke out he had changed his 
views and denied any tendency 
towards antisemitism.
